ROAD AGENT’S REPORT 


I think we got along very well this year, we went 
over all the roads once with road machine and some of 
them twice. We put in twenty-four metal culverts, most 
of them twelve inches — some were eighteen and twenty- 
four inches by sixteen feet to twenty-six feet long — ex- 
cept one which was sixty-two feet long. 

Three hundred dollars worth of this pipe was paid for 
with T. R. A. money. 


We put in the forty-eight inch by twenty foot pipe 
on Canaan Road, that did away with the bridge that was 
twenty feet wide and won’t have to be planked again. 
The whole job on that road including pipe and fill and 
what little gravel we put on cost five hundred dollars. 
Also had to plank two other bridges on that road and put 
stringers on one. 


We did not do anything to bridge by George Tat- 
tersall’s as had to use iron stringers that we had on the 
bridge on cross road by Russell Gamage’s. It looks like 
this bridge will need to be built over new before many 
years, then these iron stringers could be used on the 
bridge near George Tattersall’s. 


Another bridge to think of is the one at the foot of 
the hill by Charley Clark’s, wood stringers and thirty 
feet long. I don’t know how long they have been there 
and makes one wonder when they go across it with trac- 
tor-snow plow. 


The other bridges that we spoke of last year have 
been repaired — North Thetford and Edgell bridges.

In accordance with the vote of the town the annual 
audit and examination of the accounts of the Town of 
Lyme has been made by this Division. This audit covered 
the period from the date of the previous audit, August 
28, 1947, to August 7, 1948. Exhibits as hereafter listed 
are included as part of the report which is submitted 
herewith.

Scope of Audit 


Included in the audit and examination were the ac- 
counts and records of the Board of Selectmen, Tax Col- 
lector, Town Clerk, Road Agent and Trustees of Trust 
Funds. 


Financial Statements 


Comparative Balance Sheets — Dec. 31, 1946-Dec. 31, 
1947: (Exhibit A) 


Comparative Balance Sheets as of December 31, 
1946 and December 31, 1947, are presented in Exhibit 
A. As indicated therein the Net Debt increased by $3,- 
138.54 during the year.

Comparative Statements of Appropriations and Expend- 
itures — Estimated and Actual Revenues: (Exhibits C & 
D) 

Comparative statements of appropriations and ex- 
penditures, estimated and actual revenues for the fiscal 
year ended December 31, 1947, are presented in Exhibits 
C and D. As indicated by the budget summary (Exhibit 
D) a net overdraft of appropriations of $3,144.37, less a 
net revenue surplus of $2,026.76, resulted in a net budget 
deficit of $1,117.61. 


Statement of Bonded Indebtedness: (Exhibit E) 


A statement of Bonded Indebtedness as of December 
31, 1947, showing annual maturities of principal and in- 
terest, is included in Exhibit E. 


Summary of Receipts and Expenditures: (Exhibit F) 


A summary of Receipts and expenditures for the 
fiscal year ended December 31, 1947, made up in accord- 
ance with the uniform classification of accounts is includ- 
ed in Exhibit F. Proof of the Treasurer’s balance as of 
December 31, 1947 and August 7, 1948, is indicated in 
Exhibits G and Q, respectively. 
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Audit Procedure 


The accounts and records of all town officials 
charged with the custody, receipt and disbursement of 
public funds were examined and audited. Vouchers and 
cancelled checks were compared with supporting in- 
voices and payrolls as well as entries in the books of 
record. Receipts were checked by source insofar as pos- 
sible and totals of receipts and expenditures verified. 
Book balances were verified by comparison with recon- 
ciled bank balances made from statements obtained from 
depositary banks. 


General Comments 


Appropriation Overdrafts: 


It will be noted from the Appropriation Statement 
(Exhibit C) that the total appropriation overdrafts 
amounted to $3,700.30, the unexpended balances of ap- 
propriations $555.93, resulting in a net overdraft of ap- 
propriations of $3,144.37. 


Inasmuch as the appropriations as voted by the town 
meeting of March 1947 exceeded by more than 10% the 
Budget Committee’s recommendations, the amount of 
such excess was deducted from the taxes to be assessed 
when the tax rate for that year was approved. Conse- 
quently the amount of this excess, $1,204.00, has been 
included in the total appropriation overdrafts for the 
year, inasmuch as the individual appropriations as in- 
dicated in Exhibit C reflect the amounts actually voted 
by the town meeting which were in excess of the amounts 
which could be legally appropriated under the provis- 
ions of the Municipal Budget Law. 


This law (Chapter 52 of the Revised Laws of New 
Hampshire) also provides that when it becomes neces- 
sary for the Board of Selectmen to make expenditures 
in excess of duly authorized appropriations, they are re- 
quired to make application to the Tax Commission for a 
certificate of emergency authorizing them to make such 
expenditures. This action was not taken by the Board. 
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Trust Funds: 


It will be noted in Exhibit P that the total amount of 
principal and unexpended income of the trust funds, ac- 
cording to the trust fund records as of December 31, 
1947, was $11,902.75. The amount on deposit in the Dart- 
mouth Savings Bank representing the principal and un- 
expended income of all funds, however, was $12,149.71. 
This difference represented accumulated unallocated in- 
terest on the various funds which had not been credited 
in the trust fund records, as only the amount of interest 
earned on the principal of the funds has been entered 
therein. 

To correct this situation an equitable distribution of 
the unallocated interest, amounting to $246.96, should 
be made between the various funds. Thereafter the an- 
nual interest on each fund should be figured on the total 
of the principal and unexpended income rather than on 
the principal of the fund only as has been the practice. 
This will avoid any difference occurring between the 
trust fund records and the bank account. 


Conclusion: 

With minor exceptions the accounts and records of 
all town officials which were examined were found in 
good condition and the accounting procedure conformed 
to the uniform system prescribed by this Division. 

The provisions of Section 31, Chapter 211, of the 
Laws of 1939, require that this report or a summary of 
its essential features shall be published in the next an- 
nual town report. This letter of transmittal should be 
included in its entirety but the inclusion of Exhibits is 
optional. 

We extend our thanks to the officials of the Town of 
Lyme for their assistance during the course of the audit.

REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


Your local organization to prevent and extinguish 
brush and woods fires is glad to report a good year of 
forest protection in 1948. In spite of danger conditions 
nearly equalling at times those of 1947 when great losses 
were suffered in New Hampshire and New England, fire 
damage and loss this year have been gratifyingly low. 

With the continuing cooperation of all the people, 
we can hope to have another successful year in 1949. Let 
us remember that in any year, over 90% of all fires are 
caused by carelessness and that all of these man-caused 
fires are preventable. 

Today, we have more slash and uncut grassland 
than for many years in the past. Smokers, campers and 
tourists who use our outdoors are also more numerous 
than ever before. We must therefore be ready for fires 
which might occur, but, above all, prevention by everyone 
is the greatest need. 

A few simple precautions taken by every citizen will 
help, as follows: 

(1) Always get a written permit from the warden 

before kindling a fire outdoors when the ground 
is not covered with snow. 


(2) If you smoke, always extinguish matches and 
tobacco before dropping or throwing them 
down. In automobiles, always use the ash trays. 

(3) Report fires and smokes to the warden without 
delay. 

The observance of these and other simple rules will 

go far to insure safety from fire damage and your coop- 
eration in this way is earnestly solicited.

The building was moved toward the library eighteen 
feet and raised about two feet in order to overcome the 
trouble with water in the cellar. Concrete footings were 
poured all around for foundations and the concrete block 
was used for the underpinning and cellar walls. The ell 
part was raised so as to be level with the main building. 
A new concrete foundation was poured for the fireplace. 
The new fireplace has a steel heater unit and was laid up 
with used brick. A concrete block was also poured in the 
cellar for the furnace to rest on. The whole building was 
newly roofed with 3 in 1 shingle. Raising the ell made it 
necessary to extend the ell roof. The back side of the ell 
and main part are still unfinished as they were before. 
In order to make this building weather tight and warmer 
the back should be clapboarded and the finish completed 
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on the inside of the ell next to the fire place. A linoleum 
floor covering would make the ell part easier to keep 
clean. 

We are indebted to Trumbull-Nelson Co. for use of 
timbers and jacks for moving the building and to Roger 
and Gene Pushee for the fireplace masonry work. 

This building is town property and is available for 
use by any responsible Lyme organization for meetings, 
games, Sales, etc.

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WHITE PINE BLISTER RUST REPORT 
November 26, 1948 


Board of Selectmen 
Lyme, N. H. 


Gentlemen: 


Conforming to our usual custom with cooperating 
towns we have prepared a report on the White Pine 
Blister Rust Control work conducted in your town, during 
the season of 1948. We trust this will be retained for your 
files and also that it will be presented by your Board be- 
fore the annual town meeting next March. 


Control measures of this serious disease of our native 
pine are conducted only after surveys of the town have 
been made. Detailed maps of the white pine areas and 
adjacent lands are prepared, and from such surveys in- 
formation is obtained which determines the acreage over 
which it is necessary to destroy currant and gooseberry 
bushes, the plants which spread the Rust to white pine 
growth. These maps make for more efficient control work 
and in addition provide valuable information needed in 
future rechecking of such acreages. 


The need of protecting white pine from the Rust is 
indicated by the position which this tree holds in our 
state economy. For many years the production of white 
pine has amounted to nearly 70 per cent of all lumber 
produced in New Hampshire. Last year, 1947, the lumber 
production of pine totaled 297,654,000 board feet, or 77 
per cent of all timber species cut. White pine is demon- 
strating its ability to reestablish itself in spite of this tre- 
mendous cutting, for hundreds of thousands of acres of 
young, thrifty, growing pine have been observed on areas 
previously logged off. Since these younger stands are 
quickly killed, when infected by the Rust, it is important 
that they receive adequate protection from this disease. 
That the value of white pine is well known and appreci- 
ated generally throughout New Hampshire is indicated 
by the action of 87 towns and cities, which appropriated

over $29,000 for blister rust control in cooperation with 
the State.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 


To the School Board and Citizens of Lyme: 


It is a real pleasure to have this opportunity to sub- 
mit to you my first annual report as your superintendent 
of schools. Lyme has some real problems to solve in giving 
to its boys and girls a modern education so that they will 
have equal opportunities and background to compete 
with other New Hampshire boys and girls. It has been 
both interesting and challenging to work with your school 
board in the solution of these problems. Your board is 
well aware of these problems and has, through hard 
work and a sincere interest in the children of Lyme, made 
steady progress ahead. 

Two rooms were opened at Lyme Center this fall 
instead of one as has been true in the past. This was to 
take care of the large enrollment in grades one and two, 
the remaining grades being in the other room. The school 
board continues to insure this building but is concerned 
about whether or not it should do so because of the con- 
fusion existing about the ownership of the building. 

Transportation is still one of the big and expensive 
problems in Lyme. This is particularly true at the Ches- 
ley School. The regular transporter tried to obtain a sub- 
urban or station wagon as a school bus but could not do 
so. Eventually he purchased a regular passenger car. This 
could not carry the 12 children being transported to the 
Chesley School. An attempt was made to operate on two 
sessions with the younger children meeting in the morn- 
ing but for various reasons this did not seem feasible. 
Hence, they are now being carried in two trips. 

Tuition is another expensive problem for Lyme. For 
the past two years the board has underestimated this 
item and has had to maintain a deficit. Next year the high 
school tuition will be $175.00 at Hanover, $150.00 at 
Thetford and probably in excess of $175.00 at Orford 
(the tuition at Orford is based on the state average of 
tuitions for the previous year and cannot be determined 
until August). 

For some years it has been generally recognized 
that the rising costs of education could not in all fairness 
be borne entirely by the property taxpayer. For this 
reason various programs of state and federal aid were 
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considered. During each of the last two years Lyme re- 
ceived $12,511.21 in state aid. If the recommendations 
of the State Board of Education are followed by the 
legislature Lyme will receive $15,013.45 during this year 
and next. There are also at present bills governing fed- 
eral aid being considered by Congress. 

Your small but active P. T. A. has done a lot of good 
for the schools. Their interest in such programs as motion 
pictures, hot lunch, and dental care are indications of the 
valuable things which can develop out of good Teacher- 
Parent relationships. 

New desks and chairs were installed at the Chesley 
School, one room at the Center, and one room at the 
Plain. A part of the Plain School was reroofed and the 
lawn was graded. Due to restrictions and high costs dur- 
ing and following the war, very few repairs were done. 
Much more work will need to be done in this field in the 
years to come. The well water at the Plain ran low this 
fall and expert advice was obtained from a well-known 
well-digger. There seems to be plenty of water at the 
present time. Coal instead of wood was used at the Plain 
this year with marked improvement to the heating sit- 
uation. 

Lyme is fortunate to have so many home town teach- 
ers in this period of extreme shortage. Although people 
have been talking about the shortage of teachers for 
many years, it is probably worse now than at any previous 
time, particularly in the field of elementary teachers. I 
am really pleased with the interest and willing effort 
which your teachers have displayed in managing their 
schools. The program of physical education which Mr. 
Wright instituted has led to improved physical well-being 
as well as athletic victories. 

Dr. Putnam gave the pupils a much needed medical 
examination this year. Notices regarding defects were 
sent home to the parents by the school nurse. 

In closing I want to take this opportunity to thank 
the school board, teachers, parents, P. T. A,., janitors 
and librarian for their excellent cooperation in assisting 
us to produce good schools for Lyme.
